Do Not Put Clothespins in Rayon Underwear or You Will T ear u. 


(Prepared by the United States Department of Agriculture.) 
After you have washed rayon tmderwear, lay it carefully over a line 
or on a drying rack, but don’t use any clothespins, or you may find holes in 
the fabric, as the illustration sh o w s. Never use very hot water in laundering 
articles luude of rayon; have lukewarm suds made from pure soap. Wetting 
often weakens the fibers of this fabric, so that great care must be used in 
washing it. Articles made of it should not be rubbed. They should he gently 
squeezed and repeatedly rinsed until clean. Do not wear rings while washing 
rayon fabrics, or you may accidentally tear them. Even rough fingernails 
may catch in the material amj damage it while wet. When the articles you 
have laundered are dry, have the iron medium hot. Too hot an Iron should 
he avoided. 
Rayon is a very useful material if properly handled, says the United States 
Department of Agriculture. Because of Its high luster and the fact that it 
is often less expensive than silk. it has become very popular for such uses 
as knitted underwear, draperies, aud many other thlugs.

Fabrics Should Be Tested 
for Fastness to Light. 


(Prepared by the United State* Department 
of Agriculture.) 
“Is the color fast?” is one of the 
questions the housewife usually asks 
when purchasing washable and other 
fabrics. 
As a rule, the salesperson 
can give but little authoritative infor­ 
mation on this point. 
The only way 
for the customer to protect herself 
from the chance of having the mate­ 
rial bleach out when washed or fade 
lf exposed to sunlight, is to take a 
sample of the fabric home and submit 
It to the conditions under which It Is 
to be used. 
No dye .vet discovered Is fast under 
all conditions. 
Some dyes are fast to 
light, others to perspiration, others to 
washing and ironing. 
So far as the 
usefulness of a fabric goes, it may not 
be necessary that the dye should hold 
under all circumstances. 
Curtain ma­ 
terial, for example, must he affected 
as little as possible by light, hut it is 
unlikely to be touched by perspiration. 
Dresses for small children need fre-

quent washing, and material for fids 
purpose should he tested with repeat­ 
ed laundering in mind. 
Prints, ging­ 
hams and other cotton fabrics for 
wash dresses must not only withstand 
soap and water but exposure to sun­ 
light when being dried and also when 
being worn. The heat of the Iron may 
affect some dyes more than 
others. 
By trying all these treatments on the 
sample, the chances of purchasing un­ 
satisfactory material are lessened. 
The illustration shows a good way 
to test samples for fastness to light.! 
Cover a portion of the sample with 
cardboard and expose the rest of It 
to direct sunlight for a week or more, 
examining It at Intervals to see how 
much it has faded or changed. 
Very 
few dyes will he found that do not 
fade at all, hut this test will soon 
show those that last reasonably well. 
Fastness of a dye depends on Hie 
chemical composition of the dye used, 
not 
on 
the 
color. 
Dyestuffs 
are 
groufled into various classes according 
to their composition, and the dyes In 
some classes are more fast than those 
in others. Without knowing Just what 
kind of a dye was used—and it Is 
practically impossible for the consum­ 
er to tell this—the fastness of color 
in tw o taun ts cannot De predicted, 
a 
dye that Is one of the poorest of Its 
class may have been used on one of 
the fabrics, while the other may have 
been dyed with one of Hie best. 
(Ton 
trary to the common belief, green, 
lavender, or any one color Is Just as 
fast as another if similar dyes are 
used. 
The household methods of soaking 
fabrics in salt, alum, pepper, vinegar 
and various other solutions as a means 
of “setting” the color are largely a 
waste of time and m aterials. 
Though 


the color will not run from a dyed 
fabric as long as it rem ains in rn sa t­ 
urated solution of salt or alum, this 
bas no permanent effect on the dye. 
A fabric after treatment in this way 
is ju st as likely to fade when washed 
later in the ordinary way. 
No suc­ 
cessful household methods of setting 
the color in dyed fabrics are known. 


True Roasting Is a Way 
of Cooking Choice Meat 
True roasting Is a method of cook­ 
ing meut slmllur to broiling, because 
a high temperature Is used In each 
case to sear the outside and no mois­ 
ture is udded during any of the cook­ 
ing. Only a cut which is choice, Juicy, 
tender, and contains well-dlstrlbuted 
fat, should be roasted. 
It Is desirable 
to use an uncovered rouster so that 
there will he no steam formed to 
soften the crust arid wash out the 
Juices, according to the United States 
Department of Agriculture. 
The re­ 
taining of juices in the roast Is at the 
expense of rich, brown gravy. 
Some 
people prefer to sacrifice a little flavor 
and Juiciness In the meat in order to 
develop, more gravy. 
This Is accom­ 
plished by pouring u small amount of 
wuter in the bottom of tile rouster un­ 
der the rack and covering the roast 
closely after ll is seared. 
Such a 
method of cooking is described us 
“oven braising.’’ ( ’are should be taken 
fflat only a small amount of wafer Is 
added so that the roast Is not bathed 
in liquid.

“If the ladies who arrange lights so as to conceal physical 
defects and make themselves appear beautiful could but realize 
that they are hurting their own eyes as well as those of their fam­ 
ilies and friends, and that eyestrain is the quickest producer of 
more wrinkles, they might consent to light their houses.”

Crime is the poorest paid profession in the world. 
Measured by all those tests which the world applies to sin cess the crim ­ 
inal never gets his share. 
He is grossly underpaid considering the risks 
involved, the working hours, the overhead and the expensive training 
Search the records of a nation and you will scarcely find a professional 
criminal who has died rich. 
Considerable sum s of money may pass through 
liis hands but he seldom gets much benefit out of it. 
Lawyers, pollee tees. 
court costs, protection, political pull, w itnesses, betrayals and getaw ays cost 
too much. 
The overhead is excessive considering tile profits of the game. 
The criminal walks through life a Ion t h man. 
Ile seldom, if ever, bas 
more than one or m o pals lie ban trust. 
He looks \vith apprehension into 
the face of every mart be m eets lest he he an officer in som e new disguise. 
He lives in the daily company of fear 
fear of detec tion, fear of appre­ 
hension, fear of frame-ups. faked charges, double crosses, squawkers, stool 
pigeons and other gunmen. 
His money buys less than that of an honest man. 
I It* is the pray of 
every vulture who wants a share of his filthy spoils. 
He cannot go into the 
courts and get redress for Ii is wrongs. 
No one can assure him of a square 
deal. 
In the land of the free he is a chained man. 
He gets only such ju s­ 
tice as he is able to command by fear or by the reputation of his trigger 
finger. 
He rarely has a home and family. 
He knows little or nothing of the 
thrill that com es 
from having little children running to meet him at 
the 
close of the day’s work. 
If he has a wife he scarcely dares appear In any 
public place In her company. 
Martin Durkin, the Chicago gunman, seemed to lead a spectacular life 
and doubtless he will he imitated by scores of other boys who are enamored 
of the wild adventures through which he lived. 
But thay forget the nights 
lie slept ii- garages or under sidew alks like a hunted rat. 
They do not stop 
to realize that lie was unable to even visit bis sweetheart because of the 
watchful eye of the law. 
It is trite that he drove a Cadillac car, but be* 
couldn't sleep two nights in the sam e place and dared not present himself 
at a reputable hotel and ask for accommodations. 
The criminal gets bis picture printed in the new spapers 
but in order 
that honest men may identify him and shun him more severely. 
And In the long run he runs afotil of the law. 
Few professional crim ­ 
inals are able to elude the police successfully for long periods of time. 
And 
life behind steel bars at hard labor has little glamor about it 
Verily, the way of the criminal is poorly paid.

Metric Syatem Old 
Scientific Standard 
The theory of the metric system Is 
that a meter Is one--ten-millionth part 
of the distance from the pole to the 
equator, which is n quadrant, or one 
quarter of the earth’s circumference. 
The idea of a scientific standard of 
measures had been suggested as early 
as the Seventeenth century, particu­ 
larly by Hie French astronomer, jean 
Picard, who lived from KUO, to 1082. 
The suggestion look practical shape 
in 1700, when tho national assembly 
of France appointed a committee to 
consider tile question. 
1’he committee 
reported in favor of the standard be­ 
ing the one-ten-milllonth part of a 
quadrant of tile earth'* circumference. 
A commission was then appointed to 
measure the quadrant. 
In 1799 a re­ 
port on the length of the meter was 
made. 
Iii the same year the assembly 
passed a law bringing in the new sys­ 
tem of measures, the use of which be­ 
came compulsory throughout France 
In 1801. 
Subsequent measurements of 
the quadrant proved that, tile meter 
had been made too small, so that it I* 
now defined as fin* length of a certain 
bar of Iridio-platlnum which is pre­ 
sorted In tile bureau des archives In 
Parts.
